POSmON/DIRECTION CALIBRATION 

When driving, the current vehicle position 
mark will be automatically corrected by 
GPS signals. If GPS reception is poor due 
to location, you can manually adjust the 
current vehicle position mark.

If this procedure is 
not performed when the tires are replaced, 
the current vehicle position mark may be 
incorrectly displayed. 
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
